Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Elements discussed included "the containment area", "the conformal 
surface" and the"pass throughs". Suggestions presented include more specifically defining the containment area as 
lying in the horizontal surface of the mat, identifying that the flange extends around the periphery in its entirety and 
showing that the flanges which maintain the integrity of the seat belt passthroughs are integral with the passthrough.
